T ÀW continues to. lead in the Fed- 
, crated Charities Campaign having 
increased their donations, to 84.4% of 
their objective in the third day of 
campaigning while the .R.V.Q. .now 
holds the distinction of having made 
the greatest aggregate contribution to 
date. Contributions yesterday amount- 
ed to $133.05 in. comparison with a 
total collection of $175.10 the previous 
day. , ■■- ' 

This decrease in retuirhii has ser- 
iously threatened the success of the 
campaign as it had been hoped re- 
ceipts would increase daily, and as the 
total amount collected to date is only 
$370.73 it will bé necessary ■ that a 
iMgeiiiumber^ of returns ibé'.-receivéd 
wltblh the next few days in order that' 
the McOill students objective o{>'$3,000 
may be within striking distancé, . 
18.5 Already CoUecied 
To date approximately 18.5% of the 
students' quota has been . turned in, 
Unofficial returns of tlie campaign as 
à whole indicate that the' sum of $267, 
894 has been collected, or approximate 
ly 36^ of the $743,000 objective.

'Max Montor, an actor of great ex- 
perience, Is the ; most distinguished 
German dramatic rccJ(or. of; the pres- 
ent day. It. is considered an' unusual 
experience to see him, seated in an 
arm-chair on the platforin, speaking 
the words of the several different char- 
acters of a play, using only the in- 
flections of his voice to convey the 
meaning of a scene to his audience,^He 
speaks without rising, uses a minimum 
amount of gestures, and yet plays on 
the imt^ination of the listener, so as 
to keep him spell-bound to the last 
word. 

Mr. Montor, born In Vienna, and 
educated at the Conservatorium of 
Drama there, began his career as an 
actor in Zurich, and held a number of 
long engagements in Leipzig and Ham- 
burg. He finally gave up his Interests 
in active drama, and devoted himself 
to reciting.

Dramatic Critics Ai Authors 

An 'experiment that has proved of Interest , to 
aU the dr'ama^c-mhtdcd was the' succcwful intro- 
duction this week of a Critic's Night at the Mont-\ 
real Repertory Theatre. In the organliatloh'i of- 
ficial organ. The Cue, the purpose of the Innova- 
tion was" announced: "Apart from tlje interest cn- 
volved In such a reversal of the usual roles, the 
critics are expecting to glean something of value 
whlch.wiU Bsiilst 'them in ;the difficult business of 
liiteUlgently airbitrating the drama." This state- 
ment sums iipi the M.R.T.'s principal Interest In 
the scheme: a rather left-handed way of arousing 
the two on the aisle from their comfortab^e.orches- 
tra chairs, and dumphig them plump into the mass 
and tangle behind scenes. The critics took their 
part of the targain seriously, and three offerings 
of more than passing entertainment were present- 
ed. A rapid-paced farce, a tense Grand-Ouigno- 
llshfmâo^àma, and a humorous 'propaganda' con-, 
versatlon piece, resulted; proving that great minds 
do not think aUke, or that birds who flock together 
are not always of a feather. ^'ij'*-- " 

The success of thé sclume is another^biow on 
the head to that die-hard superstition that a cri- 
tic, in the first place, has ho iïuslness to write ft 
play, and in the second place, can not do it if he 
tries;;. The ; WDrd play, in the sense thus used, is 
taken as something commercilally popular and in- 
trinsically meritorious. There is always the pafa- 
do::ical M\: S,haw to confound the theory; in fact 
he wrote an essay on that very subject, "The Case 
for the Critic-Dramatist" (Saturday Review, Nov. 
IG, 1893.) In which he announces ''I have written 
half-a-dozen 'original' plays, four of which have 
never bscn .performed, and I shaU presently write 
half-a-dozen more". In Shaw's day utfusual con- 
ditions prevailed. We are told that it was thé 
customary thing for a critic's, play to be bought 
by a prominent actor-manager who had hitherto 
been in bad critical graces, and to be calmly laid 
to moulder on a dusty shelf,— Shaw's personal ex- 
perience with Sir Henry Irving and "The Man of 
Destiny", But the pungency remains in his as- 
sertion: "The re<^t insii^^d^t^|jg^Mtlcism 
is permanent, whilst the it^fl^SS^^cMaSIp*!^^ 
porary; on the other hand, the pleasure given by 
a venal criticism is temporary, and the contempt 
It inspirés permanent.

In the 
case of the critic of drama, it is easUy apparent 
that one who has actually ground out a play, scene 
by scene, movement by mbveraent, speech by speech, 
or who has worked baclc-stage in the very midst of 
the countless economies, Inconveniences and short- 
comings that characterize the technical end of a 
production, wiUi^be brought into forcible realiBatlori
